This unwillingness to discuss the Rosenberg case wth Dr. Urey 
was characteristic of the role the Justice Department had played for 
the past h^’O years. Ever)' attempt on the part of the defense to pre- 
sent new evidence was opposed. Every effort at postponing the execu- 
tion to allow presentation of new facts was blocked. 

The Attorney General's office was determined not to entertain 
any delay in the execution. It w'anted an execution, not the truth. 
June ISth, the Rosen bergs’ fourteenth wedding anni versa rv', was set 
ior the double execution. 



JUSTICE DOUGLAS GRANTS A STAY 

Throughout America and throughout the world there were ap- 
peals that the Rosenbergs be spared. As the execution date neared the 
pleas mounted. Vincent Auriol, the President of France, urged clem- 
ency. Douglas Dillon, U. S. Am- 
bassador to France, reported that 
the Embassy in Paris had been be- 
sieged with clemency pleas and 
warned that the execution would 
hurt U, S. prestige abroad. In Eng- 
land a delegation of members of 
Parliament urged Prime Minister 
Churchill to intervene with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. The Vatican ra- 
dio, elaborating on previous pleas 
for mercy made by Pope Pius XII, 
broadcast recommendations of* 
clemency. “Save the Rosenbergs" 
had become a world wide cry- 
In Washington, 13,000 men, 
W'omen and chO^en from all parts 
of the United States gathered be- 
fore the White House on Sunday, June 14 to call upon President Eisen- 
hower to grant clemency. The gathering, which police said was the 
largest they had ever seen at the White House, represented Americans 
of all political and religious beliefs who had been moved by the 
phght of the Rosenbergs. Clemency had been requested by reknowned 
scientists, religious leaders, labor leaders, leaders of the Negro people, 
professors, and legal authorities. 

On Tuesday, June 16, the Rosenberg defense asked Justice Doug- 
las for a stay of execution. It is within the power of a single Supreme 
Court Justice to grant such a stay. Mr. Justice Douglas was presented 
w'ith an argument that had not previously been considered by the 
High Court. It was argued that the Rosenbergs should have been 
tried under the Atomic Energy Act of 1946, not the Espionage Act of 
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1917. Under the Espionage Act the judge can impose the death j>enalty 
at his own discretion. Under tlie Atomic Energy Act a jury' rec*om' 
mendation is needed for the death sentence. There was no such jury 
recommendation in the Rosenberg case, only the decision of Judge 
Indng Kaufman. 

For twelve hours Justice Douglas deliberated, carefully weighing 
the law. The following day, on Wednesday, June llth, he announced 
that he was granting a stay. Justice Douglas said that the point raised 
in behalf of the Rosenbergs was a substantial one that needed more 
time for study by the lower courts. He said: 

“It is imporlani tbal the counlr>’ be protected gainst 
the nefarious plans of spies who would destroy us. It is ^so 
important that before we allow human lives to be snutted 
out we l>e sure— emphatically sure — that we act within the 
law. If we are not sure, there will be lingering doubts to 
pla^e the conscience after the event/’ 

Humanity breathed easier. The Rosenbergs had been granted a 
legal reprieve, at least until the fall of 1953. 

THE JUSTICE DEPARTMENT IS ASTOUNDED 

Newsmen reported that Attorney General Brownell, .\inericas 
administrator of justice, was astounded by the action of Justice Doug- 
las. He seemed to feel that the execution was slipping away, sinc-e the 
norm^ procedure now required that the case be held over until the 
fall, the courts having adjourned for the summer. 

But these were not days of normal procedure. Attorney General 
Brownell insisted that Chief Justice Vinson reconvene the Supreme 
'Court immediately in special session, to reverse Justice Douglas so tlie 
execution could go on as scheduled. 

Commented Justice Black in his opinion: 

“Surely the. Court is not here establishing a precedent 
which will require it to call extra sessions during vacation 
every' time a federal or slate official asks it to hasten the 

.electrocution of defendents without affording this Court 
adequate time or opportunity for exploration and study of 
serious legal questions.” 

Chief Justice Vinson promptly recalled the Justices from their 
vacations for a new term on Thursday, June 18th. Meanwhile, there 
w’ere attempts on the part of those who wanted to rush the Rosenbergs 
to their death to create a mob atmosphere to pressure the court. Rep- 
resentative \^^^eeIe^ of Georgia introduced in Congress a move to 
impeach Justice Douglas. Newspaper editorials charged Mr. Douglas 
with obstructing justice. An attempt obviously was being made to 
create the false impression that Justice Douglas had act^ iUegally 
and had usurped the authority of the entire Court. 
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The Supreme Court itself, however, contradicted this impression 
when it made clear, on June 19th, that 

“The Acting Solicitor General agrees and we do not 
doubt that Mr. Justice Douglas had power to issue the sta> 
in these proceedings.” 

M’hat was doubtful was whether the entire Court had the power 
to set aside the stay granted by Justice Douglas. 

Justice Black wrote, on June 19th: 

“The Government argues that this 
to set aside the stay pranled by Mr.

The execution followed so rapidly that Justice Frankfurter did 
not W rime .0 make his dissent public until after Ethel and Juhiis 
Rosenberg were dead. 
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The follovsing Monday Justice Frankfurter wrote: 

“To he writing an opinion in a case affecting two lives 
after the curtain has heen rung down upon them has the 

appearance of pathetic fulilitj’. But hislorj' also has its 

claims.” 

THE MISSING DAY IN COURT 

Those who say the Rosenbergs had their day in court are repeating 
a rnj'th. But, one may ask, didn’t the Supreme Court consider the case 
so many times? The answer is, as 
justice Frankfurter has stated, that 
refusal by the Supreme Court to 
review a case in no way implies 
approval of the decision by the 
lower courts. The Supreme Court 

never passed on the fairness of 

the trial or the justness of the sen- 
tence. 

Even tile majorit)' opinion of 
the Supreme Court’s rejection ol 
the Rosenbergs’ final plea, WTitten 
by Mr. Justice Jackson and con- 
curred in by Justices Vinson, Reed 
Burton, Clark and Minton, said: 

“V'^acaling this slay is not 
to he construed as indorsing 
the wisdom or appropriateness 
to this case of a death sentence.” 

Justice Black wrote in his dissent: 

“It is not amiss to point out that this Court has never 
reviewed this record and has never affirmed the fairness 
of the trial helow. Without an affirmance of the fairness of 
the trial by the highest court in the land there may always 
he questions as to whether these executions were legally 
and rightfully carried out. I would still grant certiorari and 
let this Court approve or disapprove the fairness of the 
trials.” 

All three dissenting Justices criticized the irregular and injudicious 
haste of the executions. 

To quote Justice Black; 

“I do not believe that Government counsel or this 
Court has had time or an adequate opportunity to investi- 
gate and decide the very serious question raised in asking 
this Court to vacate the slay granted by Mr. Justice Douglas. 
... I add my regret that the rush of this case has deprived 
me of any opportunity to do more at this time than hastily 
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sketch niy view on the important questions raised. . . . 

** Judicial haste is peculiarly out of place where the 
death penalty has been imposed for conduct part of which 
took place at a time when Congress appears to have barred 
the imposition of that death penalty by district judges act- 
ing without a jury's recommendation. And it seems to me 
that this court has not had time or opportunity for sufficient 
study to give the kind of informed decision on this important 
question it would if the case should lake its regular course.” 

Justice Frankfurter wrote; 

“Neither counsel nor the Court, in the time available, 
were able to go below the surface of the question raised by 
the application for a stay which Mr. Justice Douglas granted. 
More lime was needed than was had for adequate considera- 
tion. . . . 

^^he crux of all I am suggesting is that none of the 
obvious considerations for bringing the aU too leaden- 
footed proceedings in this case to an end should have barred 
the fuU employment of the deliberative process necessar>' 
for reaching a firm conclusion on the issue on which the 
Court has now spoken, however unfortunate it may be that 
the issue did not emerge earlier than it did.” 

THE DOUBTS MOUNT 

The doubts in the Rosenberg case did not die in the electric 
chair. They are now intensified as a result of the dissenting opinions of 
Justices Black, Douglas and Frankfurter, who question the legality of 
the death sentence. Was the execution within the law? 

Justice Black declared: 

“It is my view, based on the limited arguments we have 
heard, that after passage of the Atomic Energy Act of 19^ 
it w'as unlawTul for a judge to impose the death penalty for 
unlawful transmittal of atomic secrets unless such a penalty 
was recommended by the jury trying the case.” 

Justice Douglas said: 

“The cold truth is that the death sentence may not be 
imposed for w’hat the Rosenbergs did unless the jury so rec- 
ommends. ... I know deep in my heart that I am right on 
the law’. Knowing that my duty is clear.” 

Justice Frankfurter wrote: 

“It thus appears — although, of course, 1 would feel 
more secure in my conviction had I had the opportunity to 

make a thorough study of the lengthy record in this case 

that the conspiracy with which the Rosenbergs were charged 
is one falling in part within the terms of the Atomic Energy 
Act, passed by Congress in 1946 and specifically dealing with 
classified information pertaining to the recent developments 
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in alomtc energy. There remains the question whether the 
sentence for such a conspiracy could be imposed under the 
Espionage Act.” 

UTiat if the Rosenbergs had been tried under the Atomic Energ)' 
Act? The prosecution attorney told the Supreme Court that the gov- 
ernment would have been laughed out of court if the indictment had 
been brought under the Atomic Energ)' Act. Justice Douglas agreed. 
So. with the Rosenbergs already executed, we have an admission that 
they would not have been convicted if tried under the ]aw that three 
Supreme Court Justices believe applied to the case.' 

All of these opinions do not take into account the mounting evi- 
dence that the Rosenbergs were convicted on perjured testimony. 
What about the documents proving that David Greenglass lied, that 
the Rosenbergs bought the controversial console table at a department 
store and did not get it from the Russians as the prosecution had 
charged, that Greenglass was incapable of stealing atomic secrets? 

NEW TRIAL FOR SOBELL 

History may recognize the injustice done to them, but there can 
he no compensation for the Rosenbergs. No future apology will bring 
their parents to little Michael and Robbie, nor will it wipe out the 
crushing blow to American traditions of justice and mercy. 

However, diere is still time to halt a miscarriage of justice in the 
case of Morton Sobell, who was a co-defendant with Ethel and Julius 
Rosenberg. Sobell, convicted on the word of a man who faced a 
perjury indictment, was sentenced to thirt>' years at Alcatraz. He 
swears he is completely innocent 

Alcatraz is a place reserved for murderers and hardened criminals. 
No children are allowed to visit there. This means that Sobell cannot 
see his four-year-old son Mark or his daughter Sydney, who is 13. 

The many and grave doubts surrounding Ae entire Rosenberg 
case call for a new trial for Morton Sobell. He must get die day in 
court, the full measure of justice that the Rosenbergs never had. 
Meanwhile he should be removed from the inhumane conditions at 
Alcatraz to another prison where he can see his children while waiting 
for all of the facts in his case to come to light 

The National Committee to Secure Justice in the Rosenberg Case 
urges ju.stice for Morton Sobell. A new trial would be a step toward 
guaranteeing that the injustice suffered by the Rosenbergs will never 
again stain the conscienoe of America.

Despite appeals for clemency from millions of persons in the 
United States and throughout the v;orld, Ethel and Julius Rosenberg 
vere executed*, After their execution Justice Felix Frankfurter 
of the U.Se Supreme Court stated that “the opportunity for adeauate

falsely referred to in the newspapers as an “atom spy. “

THE ARREST 

Morton Sobell, who is 36 years old, was an engineer before his 
arreeto He grew up In New York City, v&a graduated from the 
engineering school of the College of the City of New York, then 
worked In Washington from I939 to 1941* He returned to school 
at the University of Michigan, then took a Job in a defense plant* 
Sobell is married and has two children f a four-year— old son, Mark, 
and a thlrteen-yoar-old daughter, Sydney* During hie three years 
of imprisonment his v;ife and mother have corresponded with him 
daily, visited Alcatraz regularly, proclaimed his innocence, and 
fought to secure a new trial* 

What started out to be a long— av/alted family vacation in Mexico 
in June, 1950, turned into a nightmare*, Sobell had asked his 

employer for a leave of absence* He had obtained visas for himself 
and his family from the Mexican consulate in New York City in the 
normal way* He bought tickets at American Airlines under his own 
name* He rented an apartment in Mexico City and received diaper 
service there charged to the “Sobell baby" account* His posesslons 
were listed with the UoS* Customs Office so that duty would not 
have to be paid on return* Even the prosecution v:ltne6s Danziger 
testified at the trial that this was a vacation trip* 

Sobell and hie family were getting ready to return* Records of 
health authorities show they had obtained the vaccination certi- 
ficates needed to cross back to the United States* One night 
their apartment was invaded and Sobell was beaten and kidnapped 
by men who claimed they vrere Mexican Police* The men refused to 
take him to the American Embassy. Instead, they rushed him to the 
border where F.B. I, agents were v/aitlng to arrest him* 


Prosecutor Saypol admitted In the trial that the entire open- 
ation had been carried out by the F*.B. I. The abduction v;as a 
flagrant violation of the laws of extradiction* Sobell.vras deprived 
of a chance to return voluntarily^ and the F.B, I. had thereby 
created the false Impression that So bell was a fugitive. 


THE lNDICTl«iENT 

Morton Sobell was arrested on the basis of having had five 
conversations v;ith Julius Rosenberg, Ke was ashed to “cooperate” 
by the riF.B.I, When Sobell did not "cooperate” and after he had 
been imoriponed for days . was indicted by having his name 
added to the conspiracy Indictment of Ethel and Julius Rodenberg# 
There Is no word In the Indictment which reveals to Sobell or 
his attorneys what it is that he is charged v^lth doing. The 11 
overt acts which are listed in the indictment make no mention of 
Sobell, 

The "Bill of Particular" which was finally obtained from the 
prosecutor only revealed the date on which the conspiracy was 
alleged to have started, and the fact that the five conversations 
which v;ere the basis for Sobell* e arrest were to be proved at the 
trial. They never were I 


ONLY WITNESS. 

Judge Kaufman said in his summation; 

*’If you do not believe the testimony of Max Elltcher as 
it pertains to Sobell, then you must acquit the defendant 
Sobell. «

Max Elltcher was the only witness who testified directly against 
Sobell, He told of several vague conversations concerning "this 
espionage business" vrt.thout a single specific word about vrhat It 
was supposed to be. He told a story about a night ride with 
unidentified material and mentioned Elizabeth Bentley, confessed 
spy and professional witness, Elizabeth Bentley, however, admitted 
that she did not know Morton Sobell, and had never had any dealings 
with him, 

Elltcher admitted at the trial that he had not told his story 
to the F*B*I, until more than four months after Sobell had been 
imprisoned, V/as Sobell imprisoned for four months without evidence 
80 he could be persuaded to become a government witness to an 
"espionage conspiracy" of which he sv^ears he is innocent? 

Max Elltcher admitted on the stand that Sobell had never given 
him any secret information and that he had never given Sobell 
any secret information, 

Elltcher also admitted that he had been guilty of perjury in 
another instance and was "scared to death". He was liable to 
prosecution and to a sentence of five years In prison for this 
perjury. However, he has never been arrested or tried. To the 
contrary, as a result of his "cooperation" the has gone out 

of its jway to help him find en^loyment. 

How could Sobell have been convicted on this kind of testimony? 

By conspiracy lav all of the crimes alleged against the other 
defendants became part of the case against Sobell, even though 
he was not mentioned in any of the overt acts alleged. Further- 
more the false impression that he was a fugitive had been created 
by the abduction of Sobell, 

The trial was conducted In an atmosphere of fear and hysteria^ 
The trial w^as filled with references to communism and to atomic 
secrets. 

The prosecutor falsely charged that Sobell was an atomic spy. 

The Solicitor General later admitted to the Supreme Court that

In sentencing Sobell to 30 yearSi the maximum prison term 
provided by the lav, Judge Kaufman said; *‘vaille it may be grat- 
uitous on my part, I at this point note my X'eoommendation against 
paroles " 

Is this punishment the same as that vhloh has been meted out 
to others in similar cases? 


The sentences imposed in other cases of "ordinary espionage" 
tried under the same law as Sobell and vdiere the plea was also 
not guilty show the tremendous aisparlty:

Why such a sentence against Sobellt Perhaps some indication 
of the reason can be found in the following statement by Judge 
Kaufman: 


’’It is 80 difficult to make. people realize that this 
country is engaged in a life and death struggle with a 
completely different eystem^" 

Is It possible that political consideration which had no relation 
to the trial itself played a r61e in the passing of sentence? 

While Sobell *s appeals from hie conviction and sentence were 
still pending, Sobell was moved 3OOO miles away from his wife and 
two children, from his mother and ailing father to the prison for 
hardened criminals, to AlcatraZo 

What kind of criminals are put in Alcatraz? 

An article In the Saturday Revlev; of Literature on September 
10, 1949, revlex^ing a book on Alcatraz written by Warden James A* 
Johnstone said: 

"One or more of three criteria is used in the selection of 
prisoners for confinement in Alcatraz Island Prison— the number 
and violence of previous crimes, the number of escapee from pre- 
vious* prisons, and the extent to which the criminal is a trouble- 
maker# " 

None of these conditions apply to Morton Sobell# This is his 
first conviction and it is still being fought in the courts# Ob- 
viously he has never escaped from a prison, and there I0 no record 
of hie being a **tXJOuble— giaker#" In fact, he is a well-behaved 
prisoner# 


Children are not permitted to visit at Alcatraz, as they are at 
the Federal prison at Atlanta, for instance* Wife and husband, 
may not embrace each other here as they are permitted to do at 
the beginning and end of each visiting period at other prisons* 
Here at Alcatraz they are not even permitted to sit In the aame 
room but must look at each other through a small glass window 
and speak to each other through telephones* 

A NE\\r TRIAL 

The conscience of our Justice-loving country cannot rest vrhllo 
a man is condemned to the living death of 3^ years In Alcatraz on 
the unsupported word of a confessed perjurer. Justice demands 


that Morton Sobell receive the nev: trial that Judge Jerome Frank 1b 
convinced he should have. The new trial must deal with facts and 
must not be conducted in an atmosphere of hysteria, fear, or 
intimidation, ' ' 

Meanwhile, as all of the facte in the case are being uncovered, 
Sobell should be moved from the Inhumane conditions at Alcatraz, 

Morton Sobell must get full measure of Justice,

Rear Mayor Wagner; 

Please right this wrong. 

The Rosenberg children are innocent. 

As a father, you know the tender love children must 
have. How much torture must Michael and Robbie stand? 
First their parents were executed. Then they were driven 
from their public school and the family with whom they 
lived happily in New Jersey for a year and a half.- 

On Wednesday, February 17 , Michael and Robbie were 
at last rebuilding their lives safe in the home of devoted 
foster parents and \inder the loving care of their grand- 
mother. ^ 

Thursday morning, February 16 , by court order, they 
were brutally torn from the warmth and security of their 
home for detention in a city institution. 

How can we, as Americans, allow children to be per- 
secuted so cruelly? 

Mr, Mayor, we ask you to see that Michael and Bobbie 
Rosenberg are returned immediately to their home and their 
grandmother. We appeal to you to stop this unprecedented, 
inhuman attack on two innocent children.

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lavs passed by Congress in 193^ at the request of Attorney General 
Homer Cummings, 

•'Nothing but stern discipline and’ a securely built insti- 
tution would be appropriate for the punishment of such individuals* 
There were in the existing penitentiaries a small but dangerous 
group of prisoners all guilty of serious crimes, who would not 
accomodate themselves to the ordinary discipline, and who made 
it difficult to apply the routine measures of education, rehabili- 
tation, etc*, to the larger protion of inmates.*' 

Or as it was put in a brochure on Alcatraz published by 

the Federal Bureau of Prisons itself: 

•'It has been amply demonstrated that grouping and segre- 
gating murderers, psychopaths, assaultive and aggressive types 
and constitutional trouble makers is preferable to attempting to 
house them in several penetentiaries,** 

Conditions at Alcatraz are so outmoded that a recommendation 
for replacing the prison was made in the annual report issued 
by the Federal Bureau of Prisons in 1953 * Commented the New York. 
Times: •'Yet the symbolism of Alcatraz is bad, V/here 'the hardened 
offender is the invariable rule, the standard of harshness is the 
rule also. 

Morton Sobell is not the t} 7 )e of person for wh om ^Al^ at r a z 
was designed, Sobell who is fighting for a new trial to prnvA 
his innocence, has no criminal record . He never even had a con- 
victi on for a traflc violation^ 

Before his ar rest he was a scientist v;ho contribute d much 
to the welfare of his coimtry. _ Mr, Sobell sacrificed a fellowship 
so he could do war work-^ggl us t the Axis , He was registered on the 
National Roster of Scientific Personall for the War Manpower ' 
Commission, He cooperated in 1944 with the Senate Committee 
invest igating the National Defense program. 

In a letter to the court requesting a reduction of sentence, 
Helen Sobell, wife of Morton Sobell wrote: 

••I know Morton Sobell as a husband, father, son and brother. 
As my husband he has loved and cherished me, helped me at every 
turn of the road in performing my duties as a woman, a wife and a 
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mother. Before his incarceration, his devotion to the children 
found expression in loving care and attention with no thought for 
his comfort or veil being. As a son he helped his parents from 
the time it v^as first possible for him to do so, and continued to 
bring them comfort and honor in his v/ork and in his life.,.. We 
whp are his family believe in his innocence of the crime vith 
which he is charged*"

From the start Morton Sobell has been under pressure t o 
"confess*. The pressure started when he and his family were kid

He has maintained his lnnocence**'throughout his three and 
one half years in prison,; he has '^peatedly said that he would 


not "confess" to a crime he did not commit, and he is conducting 
a vigorous campaign for ^-new trial. . ' • 

. The National Committee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell ' 

in the Rosenberg Case has charged that Morton Sobell was put in 
Alcatraz by the U, S. Attorney General's office«in a vindictive 
attempt to force a false c onfession from him." 

The committee has pointed out that the Attorney General's 
office desperately needs such "confession" to whitewash its conduct 
j-? ca se and to he ad off the world wide clamor for the truth. 
Furthermore, the committee said, the entire Rosenberg-SobeuTase 
was being used as a base for attacks against American liberties. 


The B, S, Senate Judicairy Committee has been asked to in- 
vestigate the conduct of the Attorney General's office in the case. 
Persons throughout the United States are writing to Senator V/illiam 
Langer, Chairman of the Senate Committee, in favor of such an 
investigation. 

A nation-wide petition campaign is under way urging the 
Senate Committee to investigate the imprisonment of Morton Sobell 
in Alcatraz. 
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
